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The “Fund for UFO Research, Inc.” has been 
established by a group of scientists and UFO specialists, 
to channel money into serious scientific research, in hopes 
of shedding some light cn. the long-term mystery of 
Unidentified Flying Objects. 


The Fund was incorporated in 
the District of Columbia on Aug. 1, 
1979. and is chaired by Dr. Bruce 
Msccabee, laser physicist and in¬ 
ternationally known UFO resear¬ 
cher. Serving with him on the 
Fund's Executive Committee are 
zoologist Criag Phillips, Director 
ci the National Aquarium; i 
astronomer Dr. John Carlson of I 
the University of Maryland; Dr. 
David Sehvvartr.man. Chairman of 
the Geology Department of 
Howard University arid USN Lt. 
Thomas Deulcy. 

A National Board, now being for- j 
mod, will be composed of persons 
from a wide variety of scientific 
and technical disciplines. They will 
review serious proposals and 
recommend financial support for 
those showing the greatest 
promise of advancing scientific 
knowledge and/or public un¬ 
derstanding of UFOs’. When .suf¬ 
ficient funds are available, awards 
may be made to individuals in 
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recognition of work already ac¬ 
complished. 

The Fund will also consider sup¬ 
porting on-lhe-spot field in¬ 
vestigations of UFO sighting 
reports where there is good reason 
to believe that significant physical 
evidence can be obtained for scien¬ 


tific analysis by rapid action. 

The Fund for UFO Research, 
Inc., will NOT be a membership 
organization. It wall NOT publish a 
newsletter or other periodical 
aimed at the general public. It will 
NOT collect and investigate large 
numbers of routine reports of UFO 
sightings. There are existing, 
reputable organizations which 
currently perform these functions.
